The result of a 5-year research 
project, which has received finan¬ 
cial assistance from the U.S. Pub¬ 
lic Health Service, Stanni-fluoride 
will soon be orally tested on some 
10,000 children in Oslo, in co-opera¬ 
tion with the School Dental Service.
